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JACK Stephens admitted he knew this season was his “last chance” at 
Saints - but is now setting his sights on a permanent spot at centre-back 
after taking his big opportunity. 

The 23-year-old had spent time out on loan at Swindon, Middlesbrough 
and Coventry and, last summer, his St Mary’s dream looked to be 
hanging by a thread, writes Peter Howard. 

“In pre-season I did feel like this was my last chance to really show 
what I can do at this football club,” he said. 

“Obviously with the new manager coming in he did say to me that 
there’s a lot of things I need to work on to be able to play in his team. 

“I went away to do that and I feel like I’ve improved and I’m grateful for 
the chance I’m getting.” 

The Cornishman made his Saints debut in an FA Cup game in 2012, but

Fernando Llorente’s early head¬ 
er and a deflected Tom Carroll 
second-half strike gave Swansea 
their first win in seven games and 
lifted some of the gloom around 
the Liberty Stadium. 

Swansea were given a huge help¬ 
ing hand when, with the score at 
1-0, Marko Arnautovic blazed his 
69th-mnute penalty high over the 
crossbar and into the disbelieving 
Stoke supporters behind the goal. 

But Hull remain two points 
clear of Swansea in 17th place af¬ 
ter beating Watford by the same 
scoreline on Humberside. 

That was a game Swansea boss 
Paul Clement had predicted Hull 
would win, so his message was for 
his players to take care of their 
own business and end a desperate 
run of one point from six games. 

Stoke’s England goalkeeper 
Jack Butland started for the first 
time since fracturing his ankle on 
international duty 13 months ago. 

But Butland had a torrid time in 
the first half and was beaten after 
10 minutes when Llorente met 
Gylfi Sigurdsson’s corner for his 
12th goal of the season. 

Llorente came in for heavy criti¬ 
cism for his sprinting at Watford 
last weekend - or rather the lack 
of it - but the Spanish striker has 
made a career out of his aerial 
ability rather than his pace. 

And Llorente proved his worth 
when he escaped the attention of 
Ryan Shawcross to divert Sigur¬ 
dsson’s corner past Butland. 

Sigurdsson was the starting 


point of every Swansea attack, 
revelling in a more central role 
after Clement had reverted to a 
diamond formation.

Crouch had two shooting op¬ 
portunities, one blocked and the 
other a tame effort collected by 
Fabianski - and Swansea’s cau¬ 
tion was evidenced by a change in 
formation. 

The tiring Llorente trudged off 
to be replaced by Dutch defender 
Mike van der Hoorn, with the dia¬ 


mond system replaced by one that 
resembled 5-3-1-1. 

It was a decision that might 
have cost Swansea when Shaqiri 
was bundled over in the box by 
Fernandez - but Arnautovic’s 
spot-kick was wild. 

Swansea doubled their lead 
within 60 seconds when Carroll’s 
shot deflected off the unfortunate 
Allen and over the helpless But¬ 
land. 

Carroll might have had another 
moments later when he scamp¬ 
ered through but he was denied 
by a flying Butland save, the im¬ 
proving goalkeeper then standing 
tall to thwart Ayew at his near 
post.

had to wait nearly five years for 
his second appearance, which 
came at right-back in the EFL 
Cup win over Sunderland back in 
October. 

Stephens followed that up with 
a decent display at Everton at the 
beginning of the year as an early 
substitute for Cedric Soares, be¬ 
fore proving himself at central 
defence in the FA Cup against 
Norwich. 

Then, with Jose Fonte depart¬ 
ing in January and Virgil van 
Dijk suffering a long-term foot 
ligament injury, Saints boss 
Claude Puel threw the England 
Under-21 international in at the 
deep end. 

He has since kept his place next 
to Maya Yoshida at the heart of 
Saints’ backline for 12 succes¬ 
sive games, keeping experienced 
defender Martin Caceres, the 
former Barcelona and Juventus 
man who arrived as a free agent 
in February, out of the team.

given their financial 
situation.

JOSE Mourinho believes it would 
be illogical for Marcus Rashford 
to play for England Under-21s this 
summer, saying it does not make 
sense for the Manchester United 
teenager to “drop levels”. 

There has been precious little 
let-up for the 19-year-old striker 
since he broke onto the scene so 
remarkably 14 months ago. 

Rashford’s outstanding displays 
for United saw him fast-tracked 
into the England squad for Euro 
2016 and there is now talk of him 
heading to this summer’s Un¬ 


der-21 European Championship. 

Press Association Sport under¬ 
stands the Football Association 
has yet to make a concrete deci¬ 
sion one way or another on the 
matter and will pick it up with 
United towards the end of the 
season. 

Rashford’s availability was al¬ 
ways going to be down to circum¬ 
stance and Mourinho believes 
the fine way he is ending the 
campaign means the striker has 
moved beyond the under-21s. 

“I don’t want to go in that direc¬ 


tion,” he said when asked about 
the championships in Poland. 

“I just feel that when a player 
reaches a certain level, it doesn’t 
make a lot of sense to drop levels. 

“It’s like now I am going to play 
in the under-23s to win, let’s say a 
derby against Man City?

Ron's small squad

EVERTON manager Ronald Koe¬ 
man is unconcerned about the 
prospect of balancing the de¬ 
mands of European and domestic 
football without a huge squad. 

With his side guaranteed sev¬ 
enth place plans can start being 
made for a return to the Europa 
League after a two-year absence. 

However, Koeman has no inten¬ 
tions of bolstering his squad with 
a huge number of new arrivals 
in the summer in order to cope 
with the increased demands and 
will instead look to manage his 
resources. 

“I know what we would like to 
do but we will wait to see if it is 
possible,” said former Saints boss 
Koeman, who been linked with 
summer raids for Virgil van Dijk 
and Cuco Martina, who is out of 
contract at St Mary’s at the end of 
the season. 

“We know we will have competi¬ 
tion from bigger clubs and it will 
be difficult but the direction Ever¬ 
ton is running in and what we did 
for this season and what we would 
like to do for the next is an inter¬ 
esting project. 

“We did a session Thursday 
morning with 17 outfield players; 
most of the teams they have 24,25, 
26 players. 

“I am not the sort of manager to 
have that number of players be¬ 
cause it is really difficult to keep 
the spirit in all the players when 
they don’t have any possibility to 
start. 

“It is better to use young play¬ 
ers.” 

Koeman tasted the Europe 
League with Saints when he led 
the club into the qualifiers in 
2015, but failed to make the group 
stages. 

That European campaign be¬ 
gan on July 30 and Everton face a 
similar prospect should they not 


improve on their current seventh 
place. 

“It is good for the club, the fans 
and for the experience of the play¬ 
ers,” he added. 


“We know it is Thursday even¬ 
ing-weekend (matches) but we 
will try to have a strong squad for 
next season. 

“We know now at least we have

CRAIG Davis has vowed to give 
Winchester City fans “a squad 
to be proud of” after landing the 
manager’s job for next season. 

Davis, who had been sched¬ 
uled to join City as head coach 
for 2017/18, arrived earlier than 
planned last month following the 
sacking of Ian Saunders. 

He was initially appointed play¬ 
er-boss until the end of the cur¬ 
rent campaign and, despite some 
early teething troubles, has done 
enough to convince chairman 
Paul Murray and director of foot¬ 
ball Dave Malone that he is the 
man to take the club forward in 
the Southern One South & West.

HAVING played and managed 
in both Division One Central 
and Division One South & West 
this season, Craig Davis is better 
equipped than most to weigh up 
the comparative strengths of the 
Southern League’s second tier. 

And in the eyes of Winchester 
City’s new player/boss, the Cen¬ 
tral Division is streets ahead with 
the quality of football on offer. 

That flies in the face of quite 
a common local perception that 
the South & West is the superior 
league of the two. 

Davis, who has spent the best 
part of the last two seasons man¬ 
aging in the Central Division with 
Fleet Town, now finds himself 
back in the South & West with 
Winchester.

“But if I can amalgamate a bit 
of that with what we have at Win¬ 
chester, we should be a bit of a 
force.”

ute goal proved the difference at 
Tiverton, but Davis felt City were 
the better side. 

“They were third or fourth in 
the league and we went with a 
threadbare squad, but we were 
superior,” he said. 

“They’re a big, physical side 
and we went down there with a 


tiny team. I was probably our tall¬ 
est player - and I’m not that tall. 

“But we were outstanding. It 
was as good a performance as we 
could have wished for and it will 
give us a lot of confidence for next 
season. 

“We’re trying desperately to 
play good football.”

EASTLEIGH have spent a fortune 
on players, but experienced tar- 
getman Craig McAllister reckons 
you can’t overestimate the value 
of sheer hard work. 

One way and another it’s been a 
deeply depressing season on the 
pitch for Spitfires. 

Rewind to Good Friday 2014 and 
an historic home victory over 
Basingstoke Town guaranteed 
them promotion to non-League’s 
top flight as champions of the 
Conference South. 

Sheer relief 

Fast forward three years and 
that sense of euphoria was re¬ 
placed by sheer relief on Easter 
Monday as Eastleigh banished 
any lingering fears of relegation 
with a 2-1 win over Bromley at the 
Silverlake. 

When Richard Hill, architect 
of that 2014 triumph, came back 
to help the club in a time of cri¬ 
sis towards the end of February, 
there was no guarantee he could 
reverse the damage done in Mar¬ 
tin Allen’s costly 84-day reign. 

A sequence of three wins and 
a draw in March set the Spitfires 
on the road to recovery, but they 
diced with death again with suc¬ 
cessive defeats to Dagenham, 
Lincoln and North Ferriby before 
finally being able to breathe eas¬ 
ily again. 

Speaking after goals by Scott 
Wilson and Sam Matthews had 
mathematically guaranteed sur¬ 
vival, McAllister said: “We knew 
we had to win today. We didn’t 
want to be looking over our shoul¬ 
ders. 

“We got there through hard 
work and that’s come through in 
the last six to eight weeks going 
back to when the gaffer came in. 


“The workrate has been high 
day in, day out - and it has to 
be the same next season,” he 
stressed. 

“The gaffer demands it and the 
players demand it of each other. 
We’ve got lads in that dressing 
room who’ve won promotions and

SCORING goals has been all 
about quality not quantity for 
Adam Wilde this season.

The vote for The Stags Voice 
‘goal-of-the-season’ had already 
closed when the former Cam¬ 
bridge City and Gosport Borough 
wideman stunned Winchester 
City with an outrageous 50-yard 
strike at the Denplan City Ground 
on Easter Monday 

But still the 37-year-old South¬ 
ampton-based barber managed to 
top the fans’ poll, having proved 
himself a cut above the rest with 
his Matt Le Tissier-esque moment 
of magic in February’s 3-1 home 
defeat by Tiverton Town. 

The result wasn’t what the 
Stags wanted that day, but Wilde’s 
inspired finish provided quality 
consolation. 

Found by Curtis Young just out¬ 
side the area, he flicked the ball 
up and, in one majestic move¬ 
ment, looped a sumptuous left- 
foot strike out of reach of goal¬ 
keeper Joe Perry. 

It secured him 42 per cent of 
the ‘goal-of-the-season’ vote, beat¬ 
ing Nick Watts (v Hereford) with 
28 per cent and on-loan AFC 
Bournemouth youngster Young, 
who took two 15 per cent shares 
for his efforts against Bridgwater 
and Bideford. 

Had the poll run a day or two 
longer, Wilde would still have won 
it, but possibly with a different 
goal. 

Audacious 

In manager Louis Langdown’s 
eyes, his audacious half-volley at 
Winchester had the edge.

“Sam gets nothing. In fact when 
he gets booked, he has to pay the 
club!

SAINTS travel to Stamford Bridge 
hoping to put a great big dent in 
Chelsea’s Premier League title 
ambitions. 

Fixtures between the sides have 
provided some classics and, here, 
the Sports Pink, takes a look back 
at some of the memorable meet¬ 
ings between the two clubs. 

10th September 1962 

Chelsea 2-0 Southampton (Old 

Second Division) 

The first post-war meeting be¬ 
tween the two sides ended in a 
comfortable victory for Chelsea 
at Stamford Bridge. 

The Blues had just been relegat¬ 
ed from the First Division after 
finishing 22nd, and went on to 
bounce straight back up by plac¬ 
ing second in the 1962/63 season. 

English forward Bobby Tam- 
bling fired Chelsea into an early 
lead with just two minutes on the 
clock, before Welshman Graham 
Moore made it 2-0. A Saints come¬ 
back was a bridge too far at The 
Bridge on this occasion. 

2nd September 1967 

Chelsea 2-6 Southampton (Old 

First Division) 

Following Chelsea’s promotion, 
Southampton achieved the same 
feat a few seasons later. 

Having survived the previous 
campaign in 19th, Ted Bates’ 
Saints were keen to make pro¬ 
gress, and an emphatic victory 
at Chelsea proved they might be 
capable. 

Ron Davies had scored 43 goals 
in his maiden season at The Dell, 
but his four goals in this triumph 
were perhaps the most impres¬ 
sive, having completed his hat- 
trick after just 27 minutes. 

Martin Chivers bagged the 
other two for Saints, including 
a spectacular bicycle kick, and 
Peter Osgood’s brace was merely 
a consolation for the underper¬ 
forming hosts. 

Chelsea manager Tommy Do- 
cherty claimed to have “never 
seen a better goal” than Osgood’s 
first, as he tricked his way past 
five men in a fantastic solo effort. 

6th January 1968 
Southampton 3-5 Chelsea (Old 
First Division) 

It was two eight-goal thrillers 
between the two sides this season, 
but this time Chelsea would pre¬ 
vail. 

No particular player would be 
the star of the show this time 
though, with Chelsea goals com¬ 
ing from Charlie Cooke, Tommy 
Baldwin, Bobby Tambling, John 
Boyle and Peter Osgood. 




Saints attacker Jason Puncheon

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Mick Channon had fired South¬ 
ampton into an early lead, and 
Ron Davies scored the other two 
goals that were in vain. 

1st February 1969 
Southampton 5-0 Chelsea (Old 
First Division) 

This 5-0 pumping is Saints’ big¬ 
gest ever win over Chelsea. 

A weakened Blues side featur¬ 
ing a few debutants was put to 
the sword by Ted Bates’ rampant 
Southampton side at The Dell. 

Mick Channon scored early 
once more; he and Jimmy Gabriel 
both netted headers before Dave 
Webb scored an own goal for his 
old club and Ron Davies bagged a 
brace as he had done the last time 
the sides met. 

24th November 1973 

Chelsea 4-0 Southampton (Old 

First Division) 

Southampton were growing 
used to life in the top flight, but 
playing in the UEFA Cup in the 
previous season seems to have 
been a step too far as they fell to 
a disappointing 19th place finish. 

Chelsea were in front early on 
thanks to Saints defender Paul 


Bennett’s own goal. 

Southampton stayed in the 
game, but were left to rue missed 
opportunities when Chris Gar¬ 
land doubled The Blues’ advan¬ 
tage on the hour mark before two 
quick goals from Steve Kember 
sealed a convincing victory for 
the hosts. 

14th April 1979 

Chelsea 1-2 Southampton (Old 
First Division) 

Lawrie McMenemy’s South¬ 
ampton had finished runners-up 
of the Second Division the pre¬ 
vious campaign, and celebrated 
their return to the First Division 
by finishing comfortably in 14th. 

Chelsea however were in real 
disarray both on and off the 
pitch. The seemingly unneces¬ 
sary redevelopment of Stamford 
Bridge had cost far more than ex¬ 
pected, and the rebuilt East Stand 
was around 20 metres out of place 
when compared to the pitch. Hoo¬ 
liganism also damaged the club’s 
reputation, and they suffered rel¬ 
egation at the end of the season 
having finished 22nd. 

The Saints cruised into a 2-0 
lead before half-time thanks to a 


David Peach penalty and a strike 
from Nick Holmes that comically 
flew in off the head of Chelsea 
goalkeeper Petar Borata. 

Substitute Gary Stanley pulled 
one back for The Blues, but Mc¬ 
Menemy’s boys had the class to 
hold on. 

6th October 1990 

Southampton 3-3 Chelsea (Old 
First Division) 

Bobby Campbell’s Chelsea were 
on the up, having finished 5th the 
previous season immediately af¬ 
ter being promoted. 

This season in the First Divi¬ 
sion would see two teams rele¬ 
gated and four promoted in order 
to change the league format to 22 
teams for future seasons. 

Despite off-the-pitch changes, 
the typically exciting meeting of 
Southampton and Chelsea never 
looked in doubt. 

Alan Shearer latched on to 
Andy Cook’s through ball, and 
fired The Saints into the lead af¬ 
ter 13 minutes. 

It was Chelsea who led by half 
time though, thanks to a low drive 
from Steve Clarke and Kevin Wil¬ 
son’s close range effort both beat- 
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from the past 


ing Saints stopper Tim Flowers. 

And the game refused to stop 
thrilling. It only took until the 
62nd minute for Chelsea to find 
themselves behind again, thanks 
to well-taken volleys from Neil 
Ruddock and Rod Wallace. 

Chelsea forward Gordon Drurie 
was then brought down in the box 
by Russell Osman, and Dennis 
Wise stepped up to calmly slot the 
resulting penalty in off the post 
and cap off a sensational draw. 

30th August 1997 
Chelsea 4-2 Southampton (Pre¬ 
miership) 

Chelsea’s Dan Petrescu got the 
ball rolling in this whirlwind of a 
tie with a sensational long-range 
chip that pinged in off the post. 

Chelsea goalkeeper Ed de Goey 
was then left red faced when he 
failed to clear his lines and was 
tackled by Kevin Davies, gifting 
Southampton an equaliser. 

de Goey was spared his blushes 
though, as a barrage of Chelsea 
attacks saw the FA Cup holders 
score three goals in just six min¬ 
utes. 

Headers from Frank Lebouef 
and Mark Hughes were followed 


by a calm finish from Dennis 
Wise after the ball fell at his feet 
on the 6-yard line. 

Ken Monkou pulled one back 
for The Saints, but they couldn’t 
muster another despite Chelsea 
midfielder Frank Sinclair being 
shown a red card. 

4th November 2000 
Southampton 3-2 Chelsea (Pre¬ 
miership) 

James Beattie stunned Chelsea 
with a stoppage time winner in 
The Blues’ last visit to The Dell. 

The Englishman opened the 
scoring after just three minutes 
when he latched on to Wayne 
Bridge’s cross, and Jo Tessem 
doubled The Saints’ lead with a 
close-range finish after a scram¬ 
ble in the penalty area. 

Chelsea ended up looking the 
most likely winners though after 
Gustavo Poyet teed up Dennis 
Wise before scoring a well placed 
header. 

But any hint of a Chelsea come¬ 
back was put to rest in stoppage 
time, when Beattie’s 28-yard free- 
kick was too powerful for de Goey 
to stop despite getting his finger¬ 
tips to it. 


1st January 2002 
Chelsea 2-4 Southampton (Pre¬ 
miership) 

New Year’s Day 2002 saw Gor¬ 
don Strachan’s first visit to Stam¬ 
ford Bridge as Southampton man¬ 
ager, and it was one to remember 
as The Saints came from behind 
to win an away game for the first 
time since 1994. 

A thunderbolt of a free-kick 
from James Beattie from 30 yards 
sailed past Chelsea stopper Carlo 
Cudicini and into the top corner, 
giving The Saints the lead after 
just seven minutes. 

The Londoners fought back 
strongly though, with Jimmy- 
Floyd Hasselbaink setting up Ei- 
dur Gudjohnsen before finding 
the net himself on the stroke of 
half time. 

The Blues looked to be in cruise 
control early in the second half, 
but a long ball over the top al¬ 
lowed Marian Pahars to get in be¬ 
hind and put Southampton back 
on level terms at 2-2. 

Chris Marsden then found him¬ 
self unchallenged in the air, and 
headed home from a corner be¬ 
fore Beattie bagged his second 


with a smart first-touch finish. 

Claudio Ranieri’s Chelsea were 
in danger of losing touch with the 
leading pack, and they ended the 
season in 6th, while Southampton 
registered a healthy 11th placed 
finish. 

1st May 2004 

Chelsea 4-0Southampton 
(Premiership) 

17-year-old full-back Martin 
Cranie made his debut for 
Southampton in a difficult 
fixture at Stamford Bridge. 

The Saints were holding out 
well against a Chelsea side that 
had undergone huge investment 
thanks to new owner Roman 
Abramovic, but Cranie headed 
the ball into his own net in the 
59th minute from a Chelsea 
corner. 

Frank Lampard then scored 
twice by being in the right place 
at the right time with those 
famous late runs into the box. 

Glen Johnson made it four 
just two minutes later, firing 
home from the edge of the box as 
Chelsea pounced with a counter 
attack. 

Ranieri’s Blues finished the 
2003/04 season in second, behind 
only the ‘invincible’ Arsenal side. 
The Italian was replaced in the 
summer by Jose Mourinho. 

2nd April 2005 

Southampton 1-3 Chelsea 
(Premiership) 

The sides ended the 2004/05 
season at opposite ends of 
the table. Harry Redknapp’s 
Southampton finished in 20th 
place with only six wins, just two 
points from safety. 

A convincing win at St. Mary’s 
left Chelsea within touching 
distance of winning the top-flight 
title for the first time in 50 years. 
They went on to do so; in what 
was Mourinho’s first campaign 
in charge of the club. 

Frank Lampard’s 30-yard free- 
kick took a wicked deflection 
off Rory Delap, and left Saints 
‘keeper Antti Niemi helpless. 

Glen Johnson then went on a 
remarkable run, jinking through 
the Southampton defence before 
squaring to Eidur Gudjohnsen 
who doubled the lead before the 
break. 

Substitute Kevin Phillips then 
pulled one back for The Saints 
with a tidy finish from a driven 
cross, but the hope was short 
lived as some tidy one-touch 
passing from Chelsea allowed 
Gudjohnsen to grab his second 
and round the game off. 

16th January 2013 

Chelsea 2-2 Southampton 
(Premier League)

as Southampton romped 
to a stunning victory over 
a struggling Chelsea at 
Stamford Bridge. 

The Champions scored 
early through a spectacular 
Willian free-kick, but Steven 
Davis equalised just before 
the break with a well taken 
half-volley from Pelle’s 
chested pass. 

Pelle then played through 
Mane, who was far too quick 
for John Terry and slotted 
the ball under Chelsea 
goalkeeper Asmir Begovic. 

Cesar Azpilicueta’s 
miscued pass then allowed 
Saints to counter-attack. 
Mane fed Pelle, whose angled 
shot across goal nestled 
neatly in the corner of the 
net to cap off an emphatic 
victory. 

This was Chelsea’s fourth 
defeat of the season in just 
eight games. The Blues were 
left 16th in the table, and 
the reigning champions 
continued to struggle under 
Jose Mourinho until his 
departure. 

27th February 2016 

Southampton 1-2 Chelsea 
(Premier League) 

Chelsea came from behind 
to triumph over The Saints at 
St. Mary’s. 

Shane Long opened the 
scoring late in the first 
half when he pounced on a 
mistake by Chelsea defender 
Baba Rahman and coolly 
chipped goalkeeper Thibaut 
Courtois. 

Cesc Fabregas’ cross-shot 
was misjudged by Saints 
‘keeper Fraser Forster 
and the ball crept in at the 
back post before Branislav 
Ivanovic headed in an 89th 
minute winner, meaning 
Guus Hiddink’s Chelsea 
made it 11 games unbeaten 
since Mourinho’s departure. 

Forster set a top-flight 
league record in the 34th 
minute, by having gone a 
total 667 minutes without 
conceding a goal, though he 
was only able to extend the 
record to 708 minutes. 

30th October 2016 

Southampton 0-2 Chelsea 
(Premier League) 

In the most recent meeting 
between the sides, Antonio 
Conte’s Chelsea won 2-0 at 
St. Mary’s thanks to goals 
from Eden Hazard and Diego 
Costa. 

Hazard cut inside and his 
powerful driven shot went 
through the legs of Fraser 
Forster, before Costa’s 
exquisite curled effort 
from outside the box sealed 
victory for a Chelsea side 
that are well on their way to 
clinching the title in Conte’s 
maiden season in English 
football. 

The Saints enjoyed more 
possession, but were only 
able to muster one shot on 
target through Dusan Tadic, 
which was comfortably 
saved by Chelsea goalkeeper 
Thibaut Courtois.

HIGH - Appointed 
Chelsea captain as the 
successor to Marcel 
Desailly in August 2004. 

HIGH - Succeeds David 
Beckham as England 
captain in August 2006. 

LOW - Misses crucial 
kick in a penalty shoot¬ 
out to decide the 2008 
Champions League final 
against Manchester 
United. 

LOW - In December 

2009, Chelsea are forced 
to defend Terry after 
allegations he took secret 
cash payments to lay on a 
behind-the-scenes tour of 
the club’s training ground. 

LOW - In January 

2010, Terry is named as 
the sportsman behind 
a gagging injunction 
involving his private life. A 
court order had previously 
been in place, covering 

an alleged relationship 
between married Terry 
and French model Vanessa 
Perroncel, a former 
partner of team-mate 
Wayne Bridge.

Two of Terry’s ex-managers are currently 
in charge of Chinese clubs, with Luiz Felipe 
Scolari at Guangzhou Evergrande and Sven- 
Goran Eriksson in the second tier with Shen¬ 


zhen FC. 

UNITED ARAB EMIRATES 

Terry’s former Blues team-mate Dan Petres- 
cu is managing in the UAE with A1 Nasr and 
the Romanian has suggested recently he 
would be keen to make his friend an offer. 
There is enough money in the league to make 
it a viable option, and a personal relationship 
with the boss cannot hurt. 

THE UNITED STATES 

Terry revealed in an interview at the end 
of 2015 he could see ‘’maybe there is a time” 
when he would look to go to play in America, 
making Major League Soccer a possible des¬ 
tination. 

ELSEWHERE IN ENGLAND 


Whether or not Terry will consider a move 
to another English club at this stage of his ca¬ 
reer is an open question.

Terry's heartache 
over Chelsea exit 



JOHN Terry says the decision to 
leave Chelsea was the “toughest 
of my life”, but revealed he wants 
to play regular football again. 

Terry and the Blues this week 
announced the 36-year-old will 
bring the curtain down on his il¬ 
lustrious Stamford Bridge career 
at the end of the season. 

The club captain has won 14 ma¬ 
jor honours and made 713 appear¬ 
ances since his first-team debut in 
1998. 

But Terry has been a bit-part 
player for the Blues this season, 
featuring in just five Premier 
League games for Antonio Con¬ 
te’s table toppers. 

Writing on Instagram, the for¬ 
mer England skipper said: “It’s 
with overwhelming emotion that 
earlier this week the club and I 
announced this will be my last 
season as a Chelsea player. 

“This has been the toughest de¬ 
cision of my life for me and my 
family, but I always envisaged 
leaving on the right terms, in the 
right way and at the right time - 
and that is now. 

“I feel I still have regular foot¬ 
ball in me but understand that 
opportunities here at Chelsea will 
be limited. It is therefore time for 
a new challenge.” 

Terry made no mention of his 
next destination, with China or 
the United States possible options 
as well as potentially staying in 
England with the likes of Bourne¬ 
mouth, who were linked with the 
defender in January. 

However Terry, who has made 
enough appearances to receive 
another Premier League winners’ 
medal this term should Chelsea 
land the title, did reiterate his 
desire to return to the Bridge in 
another role somewhere along the 
line. 


“I look forward to returning to 
this great club in some capacity 
in the future,” he added. 

“I want to stress that the jour¬ 


ney is not yet over. 

“There is a long way to go and 
we are committed to ending this 
campaign on a high. 


“I am fully focused on helping 
the team and manager in every 
way I can until the end of the sea¬ 
son.”

Lampard hails the 
best PL defender

FRANK Lampard paid tribute to 
the “greatest defender in Premier 
League history” following news 
that John Terry will leave Chel¬ 
sea at the end of the season. 

The 36-year-old will end a 22- 
year association with the Blues 
when his contract expires, having 
won 14 major honours at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge since making his 
first-team debut in 1998. 

Most of that silverware was 
won alongside his “great friend” 
Lampard, who did not understate 
Terry’s contribution to the club. 

The former England midfielder 
said on his Instagram page: “The 
last man standing of an incred¬ 
ible era for @chelseafc. 

“What a pleasure to play with 
the greatest defender in the @ 
premierleague history. In fact, I’d 
put him up with any defender in 
world football of any era. He led 
the club both on and off the pitch 
from the moment he made his de¬ 
but. 

“He set standards for everyone, 
whether it was demanding ex¬ 
cellence in training, fighting for 
every win or respecting how for¬ 
tunate we were to play for such a 
great club. 

“He was, and is, a legend, not 
just for his talent but just as much 
for his desire to get the best out of 
himself and others around him. 
That’s what made him the most 
successful captain in the club’s 
history. 

“Off the pitch a great friend to 
not just me but so many at the 
club and outside of it. The count¬ 
less things I’ve seen JT do to help 
people outside of the game, things 
that not many see, are what de¬ 
fines him as a man. 

“@johnterry.26 you deserve eve¬ 
ry accolade you get over the next 
weeks and beyond and I hope you 
get what you deserve and lift two 
massive trophies at the end of the 
season Gust to add to the tally). 

“Whatever you do next I know 
everyone will respect your deci¬ 
sion and I know that the Chels 
will always be your club. Absolute 
respect.” 

News of Terry’s imminent exit 
from Stamford Bridge came at 
a curious time, 24 hours after 
Chelsea were beaten 2-0 at Man¬ 
chester United, a result which 
opens up the Premier League title 
race, ahead of the visit of Saints 
to Stamford Bridge on Tuesday 
night. 

Terry’s former England team¬ 
mate Gary Neville questioned the 
timing of the announcement and 
believes the 36-year-old still has a 
part to play this season. 

“The news of Terry leaving is 


incredibly strange timing, I don’t 
get it at all,” Neville said. 

“I’m not really sure who it suits, 
maybe John Terry a little bit, but 
I’m not even sure about that. 

“It may be a distraction for the 
dressing room, the club and the 
fans will be sad today especially 
after the big game they lost yes¬ 


terday. Maybe he’s signed a pre¬ 
agreement with somebody and 
they couldn’t keep it quiet any 
longer.” 

Neville added: “They haven’t 
kept a clean sheet for quite a bit 
now and I think he could be quite 
useful for them. 

“If they needed someone with 


experience in this last month to 
get them over the line, he might 
be the man they need to call on. 

“He’s got the experience, the re¬ 
silience, the robustness and that 
toughness which would get his 
team-mates over line. He may be 
Chelsea’s most important player 
in the next few weeks.”

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Harry's back 
in hotseat 

Harry Redknapp has been 
appointed as Birmingham’s 
new manager following the 
resignation of Gianfranco 
Zola after Monday’s 2-0 home 
defeat by Burton left the St 
Andrew’s club in danger of 
relegation from the Sky Bet 
Championship. 

The much-travelled 
Redknapp, who famously led 
Saints to Premier League 
relegation, has managed 
six other clubs in England, 
including taking Tottenham 
into the Champions League 
and winning the FA Cup with 
Portsmouth. 

Here, we take a look at how 
Birmingham came to appoint 
him as their manager and 
what the future could hold at 
St Andrew’s. 

How did it come to this? 

When Birmingham 
unexpectedly sacked Gary 
Rowett in December they 
were seventh in the table and 
only outside the promotion 
play-off spots on goal 
difference. Following just two 
wins and seven draws in 24 
games Zola quit on Monday 
after the defeat to Burton,

a match which ended with 
Birmingham fans chanting 
“we want Zola out” and the 
club just three points above 
the relegation zone. 

How did Birmingham’s 
owners get it so wrong over 
Zola? 

Trillion Trophy Asia 
Ltd bought the club in 
October 2016 following the 
disastrous regime of former 
owner Carson Yeung who 
is in prison in China after 
being convicted of money 
laundering charges. TTAL 
announced the appointment 
of Zola on the same day 
Rowett was sacked and 
backed the Italian with 
money for signings in the 
January transfer window 
and also with a public 
announcement that his job 
was safe on April 10, only 
for a subsequent 1-1 draw at 
already-relegated Rotherham 
and the defeat to fellow 
strugglers Burton to then be 
followed by his resignation.

Only 28 men have made their 
senior England international de¬ 
buts while playing for Saints - and 
seven of those have come since 
August 2013. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
Saints’ England debutants. 

ARTHUR TURNER 

The Hartley Wintney man be¬ 
came the first Hampshire born 
player to appear for England, in 
1900, at the end of his first season 
of Southern League football for 
Saints. 

ARTHUR CHADWICK 

The man who went on to be¬ 
come Saints manager won his two 
caps in 1900 against Scotland and 
Wales. 

CB FRY 

One of the greatest sporting 
all-rounders of all time, Fry rep¬ 
resented England at both cricket 
and football, as well as playing in 
an FA Cup Final for Saints and 
equalling the then-world record 
for the long jump . 

His only England football cap 
came in 1901 when Ireland played 
at The Dell. Saints teammate Jack 
Robinson - who had previously 
played for England while with an¬ 
other club - was in goal. 

It is as a cricketer that he is best 
remembered, scoring over 30,000 
first class runs and heading the 
English championship batting 
averages in 1901 - the year he 
played football for England, lest 
we forget! - 1903, 1905, 1907, 1911 
and 1912. 

Fry ended up winning 26 Eng¬ 
land Test caps in cricket, and 
after his stellar sporting career 
finished he three times stood as 
a Liberal candidate in two Gen¬ 
eral Elections (failing to win each 
time) and an Oxford by-election. 

GEORGE MOLYNEUX 

His first appearance for Eng¬ 
land was subsequently scrubbed 
from the record books. 

Playing against Scotland at 
Rangers’ Ibrox in April 1902, the 
game was abandoned after part 
of a new stand collapsed, killing 
25 fans. Molyneux played in the 
2-2 draw at Villa Park when the 
game was ‘replayed’ the following 
month. 

BERT LEE 

Made his only England appear¬ 
ance in a 2-2 draw against Wales 


in Wrexham in 1904. 

FRED TITMUSS 

Made his debut against Wales 
when Saints were in the old Third 
Division South in March 1922. 
Won just two England caps. 

BILL RAWLINGS 

Also made his debut for England 


in the same game as Titmuss. As 
a result, it was the first time that 
two players from the third tier 
had ever appeared in the same 
England side. 

TOM PARKER 

Born in Southampton in 1897, 
Parker played and managed 
Saints and was still living in the 


city when he passed away in 1987 
aged 89. Made his solitary Eng¬ 
land appearance against France 
in May 1925. 

ALF RAMSEY 

The man who later managed 
England to the World Cup was a 
Saints player when he made his 
playing debut for the England 
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Saints shirts

senior team in December 1948 
against Switzerland at Highbury. 
He was almost 29 at the time and 
went on to win 32 caps. His last 
international appearance was 
in the infamous 6-3 home loss to 
Hungary in 1953 - England’s first 
ever loss to a non-British nation 
at Wembley. 

BILL ELLERINGTON 


The right back made his Eng¬ 
land debut in May 1949, three 
years after making his Saints 
debut. Ellerington won only one 
more cap, in the same month. 

TERRY PAINE 

Paine, who was playing in the 
second tier at the time, made his 
debut in 1963 against Czechoslo¬ 


vakia in Bratislava and later that 
year scored a hat-trick against 
Northern Ireland at Wembley in 
only his fifth appearance for his 
country. In his eighth appearance 
scored twice more in a 10-0 win 
over the USA in New York. Made 
his 19th and final appearance in 
the 1966 World Cup finals group 
stage against Mexico at Wembley. 
Scored seven goals in all for Eng¬ 


land. 

MICK CHANN0N 

Made the first of his 46 England 
appearances against Yugoslavia 
at Wembley in 1972, alongside 
future Saints Peter Shilton, Alan 
Ball and Mick Mills. 

Went on to score 21 goals, the 
last of which was a penalty in the 
infamous 2-1 home loss to Scot¬ 
land in May 1977 where the vis¬ 
iting fans invaded the Wembley 
pitch and broke the crossbar. 

Channon’s last international 
came in a friendly against Swit¬ 
zerland in November 1977, when 
he was substituted at half-time - 
and he wasn’t even 29 at the time. 

The Dell legend remains the 
highest capped England interna¬ 
tional of all time to have never 
played in a World Cup or Euro¬ 
pean Championship finals cam¬ 
paign. 

STEVE WILLIAMS 

The Dell midfielder won six 
England caps, the first coming in 
a June 1983 friendly against Aus¬ 
tralia. He made his debut in an 
experimental England XI at the 
Sydney Cricket Ground alongside 
fellow debutants Danny Thomas 
(Coventry), Mark Barham (Nor¬ 
wich), John Gregory (QPR) and 
Paul Walsh (Luton). The game 
ended goalless. Williams’ last 
England appearance was in an 8-0 
World Cup qualifying win in Tur¬ 
key in November 1984. 

MARK WRIGHT 

The centre half, signed by Law- 
rie McMenemy from third tier 
Oxford United in 1982, made his 
England debut two years later in 
a 1-0 Home International defeat 
against Wales in Wrexham. He 
was only 20 at the time. 

Wright, sold to Derby in 1987, 
won 45 senior England caps, scor¬ 
ing one goal - in a 1-0 World Cup 
finals win against Egypt in Italia 
90. 

His international career lasted 
12 years - his final appearance 
was in 1996, when he was injured 
in a pre-Euro 96 friendly against 
Hungary at Wembley. 

DANNY WALLACE 

Selected for the England team 
for the friendly against Egypt in 
Cairo in February 1986, the Saints 
winger scored in a 4-0 victory and 
never played again. Gordon Cow¬ 
ans and Trevor Steven also netted 
and the Egyptians contributed an 
own goal. 

ALAN SHEARER 

Shearer scored on his England 
debut in a 2-0 win for Graham 
Taylor’s side against France at 
Wembley in February 1992. Con¬ 
tinued on next page.

Can Redknapp keep

Redknapp has an 
impressive CV having 
managed Bournemouth, 

West Ham, Portsmouth, 
Southampton, Tottenham 
and QPR and having steered 
Pompey to an FA Cup 
win in 2008. First on his 
agenda is the little matter 
of a derby game at fierce 
local rivals Aston Villa on 
Sunday lunchtime. Then 
comes a home game on April 
29 against a Huddersfield 
side who might still be in 
contention for automatic 
promotion at that stage. 
Finally Redknapp’s new 
side go to Bristol City who 
could also still be fighting 
relegation on the final day of 
the season. It is hard to see 
where Birmingham will pick 
up even a single point. 

What will happen next 
season at St Andrew’s? 

Redknapp has said he 
only has a contract for the 
remaining three games of 
this season and claims talks 
about extending his stay will 
only be held if he keeps them 
up. The remaining three 
games will show him which 
of the current squad have

the stomach for a fight and, 
should he stay, he will look 
to TTAL to fund a summer 
spending spree to try to 
reverse the downward spiral 
the club’s playing fortunes 
took under Zola. 

What does the future hold 
for Birmingham? 

The owners certainly 
backed Zola who signed 
several players in January 
and Redknapp, or his 
successor, will have a 
rebuilding job on their 
hands. Birmingham players 
were involved in a public row 
after the Rotherham draw 
and the current squad will 
need freshening up in the 
summer. A spell in League 
One might be the best place 
to do that but TTAL will 
have to take a significant 
hit on the value of its 
investment in the meantime. 
Sheffield United have only 
just secured a return to 
the Championship after 
dropping into League One in 
2011, showing how hard it is 
to get back. 
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Barca need 
to do it again 

BARCELONA completed 
what was the greatest-ever 
comeback in the history 
of the Champions League 
knockout stages when they 
overturned a four-goal first- 
leg deficit against Paris St 
Germain but now they have 
to perform another escape 
act against Juventus.

Barcelona surged ahead 
through Luis Suarez, an own 
goal from Layvin Kurzawa 
and a Messi penalty only 
for Edinson Cavani to hit 
back for PSG. All looked lost 
for the Spanish giants but 
Neymar scored on 88 minutes 
and with an injury-time 
penalty before Sergi Roberto 
struck the final blow five 
minutes into stoppage time. 

Deportivo La Coruna 4 AC 
Milan 0 (Deportivo win 5-4 on 
aggregate) - April 2004 

No eyebrows were raised 
when Serie A giants Milan 
thumped Deportivo 4-1 in 
the first leg at San Siro, with 
superstars Kaka, Andriy 
Shevchenko and Andrea 
Pirlo living up to their star 
billing. 

But three goals in a 
remarkable first half at 
Riazor, sparked by Walter 
Pandiani’s opener, turned the 
tie around.

Shearer was sold to Blackburn 
for £3.3m later that year and 
scored 30 goals in 63 appearances 
for his country before retiring 
from international after Euro 
2000. 

Shearer entered Euro 96 hav¬ 
ing only scored five goals in 23 
England appearances, but struck 
five times in as many matches as 
Terry Venables’ side reached the 
semi finals.

Beattie, who eventually won five 
England caps, won a call up after 
hitting 16 goals in as many league 
and cup games from late October 
through to late January. 


PETER CROUCH 

Was still a Saints player when 
Sven Goran-Eriksson handed him 
his first cap in a May 2005 friendly 
against Columbia in America. He 
left to join Liverpool a few weeks 
later. 

The Stoke striker scored an 
impressive 22 goals in 42 appear¬ 
ances for his country, including a 
hat-trick against Jamaica at Old 


Trafford in June 2006. 

His final appearance came in a 
2-1 friendly loss to France at Wem¬ 
bley in November 2010.

HAMPSHIRE new boy 
George Bailey is expected 
to make his Royal London 
One-Day Cup debut for 
Hampshire next weekend. 

Bailey has missed the 
first few weeks of the sea¬ 
son due to his wedding and 
honeymoon, but will arrive 
this week ready to take on 
Essex in Hampshire’s sec¬ 
ond one-day game of the 
season at Chelmsford on 
Sunday (they begin their 
RLODC campaign at Kent 
on Thursday) 

The former Australia lim¬ 
ited-overs captain will ar¬ 
rive on the back of a sensa¬ 
tional season as captain of 
Tasmania in the Sheffield 
Shield (839 runs at 59.92) 

He played for Hampshire 
for a month at the start of 
the 2013 season but will 
arrive with much greater 
experience, having made 
most of his 124 internation¬ 
al appearances since then.

Bailey’s first Champion¬ 
ship match as Hampshire 
captain will also be against 
Essex at Chelmsford, from 
May 19-22. 

Coincidentally, the first 
of his five one-day appear¬ 
ances for Hampshire in 
2013 was also away to Essex 
at Chelmsford. 

The 34 year-old would no 
doubt welcome a similar 
introduction to that nine- 
wicket Yorkshire Bank 40 
Cup win, when he was not 
required to bat. 

But he will be aiming to 
start better than in his first 
spell, when scores of 24, 
nine and 13 meant he left 
with 46 runs at 15.33. 

Bailey bookended his five 
County Championship ap¬ 
pearances with top scores 
of 93 and 84, against Leices¬ 
tershire and Lancashire, 
four years ago.

Hampshire II captain Will 
Smith said: “Asher’s quite raw 
but exciting and has the attrib¬ 
utes you look for in a first-class 
cricketer, as do the likes of other 
second-teamers like Ben Dug¬ 
gan, Jake Goodwin, Josh McCoy, 
Fraser Hay and Calvin Dickinson. 


“There’s a lot of of talent there 
it’s just a case of fine-tuning it. 

“Asher’s very fit and lean and 
he’ll get stronger as he works 
with the strength and condition¬ 
ing guys.

WILL Smith is determined to help 
Hampshire create a winning cul¬ 
ture at all levels as the county’s 
second team captain. 

Smith was an ever-present in 
Hampshire’s Specsavers County 
Championship side last season 
but lost his place following the 
signing of Rilee Rossouw and the 
return to health of Michael Car- 
berry. 

He has also been usurped by 
England Lion Tom Alsop, the 
injured Rossouw’s replacement 
against Yorkshire yesterday. 

But he responded by scoring an 
unbeaten 108 in captaining Hamp¬ 
shire to a seven-wicket win in 
their first Second Eleven Cham¬ 
pionship match of the season, at 
home to Surrey on Thursday.

REECE Topley says he “lost his 
identity” during his nightmare

The left-armer bowled his 
first ball in anger for Hamp¬ 
shire against Yorkshire today, 18 
months after signing from Essex, 
following a succession of injuries. 

He suffered a broken hand 
while batting on his Hampshire 
debut last April, before discover¬ 
ing a third stress fracture of the 
back in less than three years. He 
ended the year with a shoulder 
operation. 

Topley left the country to es¬ 
cape the sport he loves, but is now 
bowling in a competitive match 
for the first time since the World 
T20 last March. 

“It is horrible,” Topley ex¬ 
plained. “When you are not play¬ 
ing cricket for a year, like I was, 
you have lost your identity. 

“I am only just starting to wake 
up again as Reece Topley the 
cricketer. I am getting up playing 
cricket again. For a year I was 
waking up and wasn’t sure what 
I was doing. 

“I wasn’t a cricketer, I wasn’t 
playing cricket. 

“I was waking up every morn¬ 
ing wondering what I had to do, 
waking up knowing I had to do 
rehab in the gym. 

“It was really tough. It wasn’t 
very nice because with social me¬ 
dia there is no escape even when 
you are at home. 

“People still have a pathway to 
try and knock you down. 

“I tried to keep occupied. I went 
away to America for a month and 


a half, two months in total over 
the period I was injured. 

“I went just because there was 
no cricket out there, so I had my 
mind occupied on something else. 


“I was where I wanted to be my 
whole life, building up to wanting 
to play for England, and it is hard 
when you have achieved your 
dreams and something you’ve 


worked towards and then it is tak¬ 
en away from you. It is not nice. 
“Then, one-by-one, people stop 
talking about you in the cricket 
fraternity.” 


A 20-year chronicling of club pavilions 


CHANGING Rooms 2, a new book 
featuring the pavilions of all 369 
club grounds across Hampshire 
(and just beyond), is now on sale 
at The Ageas Bowl, writes Mike 
Vimpany. 

A 20-year‘labour of love’ by its 
author, local cricket supporter 
Bobby Elliott, it includes photo¬ 
graphs and a brief history of of 
cricket pavilions across Hamp¬ 
shire, as well as a foreword by 
Tim Tremlett. 

It is Elliott’s second cricket pub¬ 
lication and the Big Brother of 
the fascinating book he produced 


last summer detailing all the 
grounds on which Hampshire’s 
county first and second teams had 
played. 

He explained: “Back in 19981 de¬ 
cided to take a photograph of the 
pavilion at each of the grounds I 
visited. 

“Initially, I started photograph¬ 
ing Hampshire League grounds 
that I had played at, and it grew 
from there. 

“In 2006 I made a big effort, but 
still had loads to do. I then thought 
it would be unique to photograph 
every club ground. 


“I’ve long lost count of the num¬ 
ber of miles I’ve driven to collate 
the book, but it runs into many 
thousands - talk about a labour 
of love!” 

Twenty years on, Mr Elliott has 
published his latest book which 
documents ‘Cricket Pavilions of 
Hampshire and the Isle of Wight’, 
including every ground on which 
Hampshire League cricket was 
played in 2016 

The book, priced £20, is not 
available online but is on sale in 
the Ageas Bowl shop and other 
outlets.

Current Villa manager Steve Bruce 
also paid tribute to Ehiogu, describing

Bruce told a press conference ahead 
of Villa’s derby against Birmingham on 
Sunday: “I played against him. Big Ron 
bought him for £45,000 — what a bargain.
